porarily out of employment." We haw 
staled that il u in the maritime counties 
that the least comparative mortality is 
found. The proofs of this an very atruttg ; 
for every 10,000 inhabitants, the North 
Hiding of Yorkshire shows only l!ti 
deaths annually ; Kent, -itii ; .Suasea, I H.l ; 
Cornwall, Intl; Devon, ]7Si, Hampshire, 
IBtt (the average of North Wales,; Lin- 
coln, 107; whikthe see rage of Kuglaiid 
and Wii|e S together is 221. We dad the 
average of the maritime rnuntle* of Eng- 
land to be I Oil, the average of South 
Wale*. This average would lie much 
■Wei were it nut that the mortality to 
some uf the maritime counties, aa Dur- 
ham and Lancashire, is raised very 
much by the nature of ihe occupations 
pursued there. But thl* is nut all. for 
the annual mortality per cent, of children 
nnder one year of age bear* a much less 
ratio to the tola] n umber of deaths in 1811 
in most of the maritime counties than in 
the others. Or to state Ihe matter still 
more satisfactorily, it will be found from a 
table contained in pages 10 and U of the 
Abstract, that on comparing the annual 
monalily of children nnder one year old 
with the total number of birth., and also 
with the total number of death* that take 
place in the maritime and in the inland 
counties respectively, thr maritime coun- 
ties are the mure favourable to infant life. 
Tims Devonshire is more favourable t» 
infant life than Worcestershire, because 
out uf the whole number of children bnrn 
there, only 10 per cent, die under one 
year of age, and out uf the whole number 
of person* dying U 



„ there, only 15 per tent, 
are children under one year of age, whik 
in Worcestershire those number* are res- 
pectmty sixteen and twenty -six. How- 
ever, no country eouaii Westmoreland in 
lhia leaped, where the numbers are nine 
and 11 respectively. We mav ubaene 
that some of the cuuuiie* must faruurabk 
to infant life do not present by any means 
the least general mortality j on the other 
baud, aome counties, as Hereford and 
Rutland (which have the kwcat average 
rate uf mortality of all the inland coun- 
ties), do not appear lo owe this wipe- 
riority to their salubrity as regard* In- 
fancy. Por P.ogknd and Wales together, 
thr above numbers aland 1 1 and <2I, which 
nearly repreaent the favourableness in 
infant life of the county of Middlesex. 
Thr above vkw ia (till further cunrirmrd 
by thr fact, thai the proportion of children 
umber of inhabitant u genr- 



luwest. Throughout Kugland and Wales 
this number t* on thr average . in 
other words, about unr out of every seven 
persons ia * child under five years old. 
Tk* degree in which some district* rawed 
other* in the proj»rtion of marriage* to a 
Riven number of inhabitants has fre- 
quently been noticed, but we believe that 
it ha* not before been shown that in thrw 
disltii i* are lo be feuud also the greatest 
proportion of persons of both aeirs between 
the agra uf 20 and 30. Middlesex, which 
is one of the most marrying counties, 
fumiihe* abuie 4,000 •uch jienoni to 
every 20,000 inhabitants, and far 
exceed* every other county in the 
number of females between iHJ and 
30, If the returns be correct, there 
are at present, il will be found on com- 
putation, about :H2 Ml' I females of I his 
time of life in the country. Nothing can 
be morr capricious, and, to all appearance, 
iinarronntublr. than thr variations to lie 
found in the distribution of persons of tlijt 
age over the county. The aaiue may be 
said as to perrons between thirty and forty 
and peraons aLovr fifty. Thr North Riding 
of Yorkshire has :S40fl of both sexes above 
fifty year i for every jO.OOU inliabilaisLv ; 
in Lancashire there are not 2,200 for the 
saiur number of inhabitants. It is 
amusing to find that nhatevrr districts 
afford thegreatrst number of males between 
twenty and thirty, there also, almost with- 
oul an exreptioD, are collected the greatest 
number of females uf the aame age. Per- 
haps no single circumstance lelk so much 
on the comfort, the morals, and the general 
character of a peopk aa the manner 
in which they are lodged, This is es- 
pecially true in a chmale like ours, 
and these returns show the most 
startling variations in the amomtl of house 
accuinni.nlaliun in Kngland and Wales. 
In each of 14 Polish counties there are 
upward* of 2000 inliaoited houses lo etrry 
10,000 inhabitant*— that is, each house 
on an average contains five persons, or 
soinething less. ]n Middlesexthe average 
is upward* or seven in a houae. Norfolk, 
which is the best accommodated county in 
this respect , and ihe Norlh Riding of York, 
are the only district* of Kit gland that ernnc 
up tu Wales (North a* well as HoBth) in 
abundance of bouses in proportion to thr 
population, ft would be a curiuua em- 
ployment to axcerlaiii the degree of con- 
nexion between thr frequency of crime 
and the close packing of the people in their 
abodes. We had expected to discover that 
ll>- mortality followed thr JrBcirncy or 
house accommodation s bql ajMfl C xsn 
lion, although in case of a few counties 
something of this sort may be traced, we 
find Ihe rsidence ia not sufficiently strong 
ufiun ihr whole tu enable us to state it as 
a law. There are no relurni respecting 
house accommodation for ricot land, and in- 
deed, the returns for thai country gene- 
rally are much less valuable than those for 
Kugland and Wales, owing to thr alisence 
of comparative tables of results. 

The question of i in migration has be- 
come a serious question, and one which 
solicits the attention of all who lake an 
interest in ihe condition of the English 
kbourer, affecting as il already does, and 
that materially, in many pari* of the 
country, his wages uid habit* of living. 
In Cumberkud, in IB41,for rvrry 10.000 
inhabitants there were 350 person* horn in 
•Scotland, and 274 burn in Ireland. Ill Lan- 
cashire there were 130 Scotch, and 835 
Irish, for the aao.e number of inhabitants 
— that is to say, one -thirteenth part uf thr 
actual population of Lancashire li made 
up of Irish and h'entch ; and nearly onr- 
lixtecnlh of that of Cumberland, Many 
oilier counties exhibit large prupnrlions 
of immigrants from the sister kingdoms, 
though none so large a* these i no county 
ii free from a considerable proiwrtinn. 
Suffolk and Norfolk, which have fewest, 
show 33 fur every 10,000 inhabitants. 
Thruughual England and Wales the ave- 
rage il 248 for every 10,000, ur HI fur 
rvrry 1,250 — that is, something morr than 
one-fortieth part of the whole population 
ii composed of stranger* In fact, there 
seem, good ground for thinking that the 
amount of this immigration iutu Kngland 
considerably exceedi the amount of emi- 
gration frnui rlngiand In the colonies, su 
that it forms ■ steady permanent addition 
to the already superabundant papulation 
of this country. 

We have before remarked upon the 
number uf person* returned as having 
signed the marriage register with marks, 
and pointed out the significance of the 
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Por ewer 10,000 inhabitants, Ihr number

fact as indicating the comparative amount 
of education in the counties to which il 
relates j but it is further worthy of notice, 
that in every county without an exception 
the pro port ion of females so signing is far 
greater than (hat of the males out of every 
100 marriages celebrated. ludging in 
this way, the men are best educated in 
Middlesex aud Cauibridgeahire. The pro- 
portions of markswouieti are grtatrit in 
the West Riding of Vnrkand in Hedford- 
shire of any districts in Kngland. In 
Wales, taking men end women together, 
Ihry are worse educated than in any (wu-t 
uf Kngland. Prom Scotland there are 
no returns on this jmint. We conceive 
it is a warrantable deduction from this 
portion of the tables, that a very krge 
proportion, almost half, of the marriages 
annually taking place in this country, 
are telefiraled Iwlweeu persons' belonging

Reverting to the subject of thr an; e - 
riority in a T Hnbrrs of thr commercial 
above the agricultural class, the former, 
including "all shupkeepers and mauu 
fact unci* with those working undet them, 
the latter " all farmers, graiwrj. nursery 
men, fcc. ;"' and excluding from both 
classes" [rilw , returned a* domestic servants 
or general labourers, together with

in addition to what has liren already said,

returns, merely nbeerviug thai, if the 
question is cspaMr of a satisfactory 
decision at all, we think it is from 
tliem principally thai il will havr to 
br decided. The counties in which the 
greatest proportion of the population is 
engaged in pursuit* purely Bgri cultural 
are Lincolnshire and Rutland, in each of 
which it U upward* uf 15 per ceut., or 
about one-aixth. The counties hating 
the next greatest proportions are Kaaex. 
Huntingdon, and Wilts. The least agri - 
cultural county is Middlesex, where little 
more than one per cent, of Ihr population 
are so engaged ; on the oilier hand, it i* 
not by any means the most commercial 
county, Lancaster (the must coniuieicial 
county}, Cheater. Nottingham, and War- 
wick, together with the West Riding of 
Yorkshire, being before it. With respect 
to the commercial claai, it is observable 
that of tradesmen and handiiraftemrn, 
by far the largest number arc inclu- 
ded under the head of " boot mid 
■hormakrr, amounting in the whole In 
ill," MO, or nearly one-thfrd mfire than 
the bulrhrrs, haketi, hiillrmien, milkmen, 
grocers, and green groceri, put together, 
lu thr inelrupolia, however, tlierr are 
considerably more tailors ami brreches- 
m alters than boot and shoe makers. 

The diminished numbers of young per- 
sons employed in manufacture* hit been 
already stated Ujun Ihe authority of ihe 
Commiaaiuners. A remark uf theirs in 
further illustration uf thii will not be nut 
of place here ;— " In IKIj Lhr ntitnlirr of 
riersons under |:t years of age employed 
in factories upon the tour staples of 
cotton, wool, silk, and flax, amounted to 
15,413, and were reduced in lH3\t to

dependent means. Somewhat uinre than 
I per cent, is the proportion uf Ihe class 
" alms-people, pernioners, paupers, luna- 
tics, and prisoueis ; " shout thr same is thr 
proportion of those returned undet the 
hrads of " army and navy" taken to- 
gether. 

Not the leatt curtoos portion of these 
voluminous returns are the tables specify- 
ing the occupation and calling of the in- 
mates of gaols, workhouses, and lunatic 
asylums. Tu use the words of the Com- 
iriisaionen, " the fasts furnished by these 
Inner returns might lead In many curiuus 
qucxtioni as lo the class of occupations or 
pursuit* which more particularly tend to 
furnish inmates fur theae institutions. 
We mighl instance many occupations of 
which a far greater proportion is found 
within their walls than would be exhibited 
outside them by a similar calculation of 
proportion-,. " Curium, however, as their 
tables are. we apprehend it could only lie 
I on 1 1 ihe phenomena exhibited in a suc- 
cession uf them extending over several 
years, that anything approaching tu safe 
and xatiafaclury satutiiin* of the quest nun 
referred to could lie attained, and for ihis 
reason syr shall nut dwell lunger upon 
them. As has been ubsrrved. the returns 
for Scuiland are comparatively imperfect, 
and they do nut appear to afford anv point* 
for notice beyund what we hair' already 
allutted to Ihem.
